The controversy between the offering Df athletic 
scholarships in conjunction with academic scholarships 
had long been an issue. Some argued that academics took 
precedence over athletics, while others saw the importance 
of athletics and academics in an equal light. In any manner, 
the absence of athletic scholarships would always stir up 
questions and discussion from students, teachers, and 
administration. 

Financial Aid Director, Richard Blatchley, said that 
scholarships were always awarded in the "least compli¬ 
cated way," and funds were usually based on merit only. As 
a result, money awarded to an athlete would then be judged 
solely on athletic performance. However, money was the 
key factor in all of this — if it lacked, then scholarships 
would not be available. The resources available to North¬ 
western were very restricted in this matter, according to 
Blatchley. 

Athletic Director Joe Smith regarded athletic schol¬ 
arships as an excellent idea but also warned about avail¬ 
able resources. "Because of Northwestern's private school 
status, scholarships given to athletes would violate the 
philosophy of the college," stated Smith, Many times, the 
conferences in which schools competed determined the 
distribution of scholarships. The Upper Midwest Athletic 
Conference (UMAC), in which we are a member, was just 
one of those conferences where scholarships were not 
permitted, 

Jason Evans, a junior football player from Great 
Falls, Montana, had to make the decision between choosing 
a scholarship school or a non-scholarship school. "I made 
the choice to receive a Christian-based education aver a 
secular school," noted Evans. He had been offered a football 
scholarship from Montana State University but declined 
and came to Northwestern instead, "Both sides have their 
advantages," Evans said, "but it would have been just as 
easy to replace a Christian education with the idea of 
having all my school taken care of by a scholarship." 

In addition, athletics scholarships would force the 
athletes to perform at a certain level in order to maintain 
their scholarship. This would only add to the burden of 
balancing school, work, and athletics.
